Claim 2 

The invention set forth in claim 2 involves an 
inventive step with respect to the documents cited in the 
international search report. Document 1 does not disclose 
the feature such that "the diameter of the piezoelectric 
ceramic is approximately the same as the diameter of the 
dome part." Furthermore, this feature is not easily 
derivable, even for a person skilled in the art, from 
"affix a supplementary oscillator 2 to a piezoelectric 
body 1." 



Claim 5 

The invention set forth in claim 5 involves an 
inventive step with respect to the documents cited in the 
international search report. Document 1 does not disclose 
the feature such that ^the primary upper resonance 
frequency of the dome-shaped oscillating plate is made to 
be higher than the secondary upper resonance frequency of 
the piezoelectric ceramic oscillator." Furthermore, this 
feature is not easily derivable, even for a person skilled 
in the art, from "directly driving the spherical (dome- 
shaped) oscillating plate by adhering or fitting a 
spherical oscillating plate 3 comprising a metal, resin, 
or fabric, to the piezoelectric oscillator comprising a 
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supplementary oscillating body 2 and a piezoelectric body 
1, outside the nodal circle of the oscillating state at 
the basic resonance frequency of said piezoelectric 
oscillator, thereby utilizing its bending mode." 
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
